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MEMORIAM PROFESSOR DR. 
KLUYVER 


the Pittsburgh meetings the SAB, 
May, 1954, was privilege and pleasure 
introduce the members attending the banquet 
Professor Albert Jan Kluyver, Honorary Member 
our Society, and Professor Microbiology 
the Technological University Delft, Holland. 
previous visits the U.S. had acquired 
many personal friends this country, and during 
his brief attendance the meetings made many 
more. was one his special traits make people 
feel, even after brief encounter, that they had 
established close personal contact with him, 
experience that always left strong impression 
having met truly noble personality. 

was, believe, the first time that Kluyver 
honored our national meetings with his presence. 
was also the last; during the night May 
13-14, 1956, suddenly died his home 
heart attack, the age nearly years. His 
death constitutes severe loss microbiology and 
humanity general. For his gifts were many 
and great, and constant, painstaking, and ener- 
getic application made the most them. 

The strong sense responsibility and the keen 
awareness possible consequences that character- 
ized all his actions led life devoted almost 
exclusively science. worked seven days 
week, from a.m. till midnight and after, and this 
strenuous regime was indulged till the very end, 
many year elapsing with more than token 
vacation few days, any. Kluyver’s robust 
health and innately cheerful attitude seemed 
respond favorably it; only later years did his 
great exertion leave obvious marks fatigue. But 
all times exhibited personality dominated 
profound understanding human behavior 
and the importance the uniqueness the 
individual. His gentle and compassionate attitude 
towards acquaintances and friends, students and 
associates, thus became beautiful manifestation 
the virtues truly humane life. Through his 
fine critical ability and insistence perfection 
further advanced the mental evolution man 
towards higher level. 

this place shall not review the outstanding 
contributions that Kluyver and his collaborators 
have made microbiology and biochemistry 
the course the years during which directed 
the work his institute; contributions that have 
been largely responsible for creating the wide in- 
terest that general microbiology enjoys today. 
This seems unnecessary partly because they will 
familiar many members the SAB, partly 
also because attempt this direction would 
yield little more than mere condensation the 
contents the “A. Kluyver Lecture”, delivered 
the Cincinnati meetings the Society 1949, 
and printed under the title ‘Delft School’ and 
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the Rise General Microbiology” Bacteriol, 
Revs. (13, 161-174, 1949). more detailed ap. 
praisal his work 1939 has been published 
“Chemisch Weekblad” (1939, 307-323); here 
are also found excellent essays Kluyver 
pupil, colleague, and teacher. For most members 
the SAB doubt handicap that these 
papers were written Dutch; however, prob- 
able that extensive biography the English 
language will appear the not too distant 

Kluyver’s great accomplishments have been 
acclaimed throughout the scientific world. early 
1926 was elected membership the 
Netherlands’ Koninklijke Akademie van Weten- 
schappen, the greatest distinction that the scien- 
tists his native country could bestow upon him; 
later served for many years President its 
section for natural sciences. Interest from abroad 
was also shown early date. 1930 was 
invited deliver series lectures before the 
University London; these were the basis 
Chemical Activities Micro-Organisms”, book- 
let published 1931 the Univ. London Press, 
Here one finds masterly presentation Kluyver’s 
concepts the unity biochemistry and com- 
parative biochemistry. This little classic has long 
been out print, and some members the SAB 
have occasionally suggested that our Society might 
reprint it. The recent publication “The Mi- 
crobe’s Contribution Biology” (Harvard Uni- 
versity Press, 1956), containing the John 
Prather Lectures read Harvard University 
1954, has made this superfluous; the first two 
these lectures Kluyver has given up-to-date 
account the inception and gradual developments 
these ideas. 

Recognition the importance 
work scientists the U.S. did not lag far be- 
hind that shown English colleagues. 1931 
Kluyver accepted invitation from Iowa State 
College present that institution his ‘epoch- 
making discoveries’, Professor Buchanan 
had characterized them personal letter. Here 
also the first several honorary degrees was con- 
ferred upon him; the next the last likewise 
received the U.S., Rutgers University 1954. 

was member numerous scientific soci- 
eties, and again this respect the scientists 
the U.S., electing him Foreign Associate 


our own National Academy Sciences, Honor-

Arts and Sciences, and Honorary Member 
the SAB, have shown the same discrimination 
those England, where was elected Foreign 
Member the Royal Society and Honorary 
Member the Society for General Microbiology.

CHARLES THOM 
1872-1956 


Dr. Charles Thom, eminent microbiologist and 
president the Society 1940, died his home 
Port Jefferson, New York, May 24, 1956. 

Charles Thom was born Minonk, Illinois, 
November 11, 1872. received his A.B. degree 
from Lake Forest College 1895 and his M.S. 
from the same institution 1897. Graduate study 
was continued the University Missouri where 
was awarded the Ph.D. degree 1899. From 
1902 1904 worked with Professor Atkinson 
Cornell, developing interest the fungi 
which led directly his highly productive research 
these organisms they relate agriculture, 
industry and public health. joined the Depart- 
ment Agriculture 1904 where was con- 
tinuously employed until his retirement 1942, 
working successively cheese investigations, the 
microbiology food and drug products, and the 
interrelationships between soil microorganisms 
and crop plants. was best known for his pioneer- 
ing researches Aspergillus, Penicillium and other 
saprophytic molds. was one the first Ameri- 
can scientists recognize the biosynthetic po- 
tentials these microorganisms, and, with 
Currie, demonstrated the feasibility producing 
citric acid mold fermentation. played 
major role inititiating the highly successful war- 
time program for the production penicillin, and 
following his retirement acted consultant 
several industrial laboratories the pharma- 
ceutical and other related fields. 

Thom was man very wide interests who took 
active part the affairs many scientific 
and professional organizations. Additional his 
offices the S.A.B., served President the 
Washington Academy Sciences (1937), the 


Society for Industrial Microbiology (1950), and 


The Mycological Society America (1953). 
was for many years member the National 
Academy Sciences.

The fifty-sixth Annual Meeting the Society 
was held the Shamrock-Hilton Hotel, Houston, 
Texas, April 1956. The efforts the 
Local Committee make this meeting 
and memorable for the some 1400 registrants were 
appreciated. Probably record for attendance 
the President’s Reception and Banquet was estab- 
lished this year when over 1100 people were trans- 
ported ranch some distance from Houston for 
these functions. 


Council Meeting 


The first meeting the Council was held 
day April 29th. quorum being present, President 
Stuart called for reports committees. 

Report the Committee Twenty. Dr. 
Halvorson reported that Task Force the Com- 
mittee Twenty had set corporation, The 
American Academy Microbiology, Inc., 
instructed the Council the 1955 meeting, 
and had drawn charter and bylaws for its use, 
The Committee Twenty, after making various 
changes these instruments, had submitted the 
proposed charter and bylaws the Council for 
vote mail. The Council had approved and 
ordered the approval the Academy Charter and 
bylaws put mail vote the entire member- 
ship. The results this vote were 1846 for estab- 
lishing The American Academy Microbiology, 
Inc., and 289 against. Accordingly, meeting 
the Board Governors the Academy had been 
called for the afternoon May 3rd for the elec- 
tion officers and other necessary business. 

2.\Report the President’s Fellowships Com- 
mittee.

Last year’s report (N-L, April, 1955) listed the 


many functions the Division (BA-NRC) and 


cited some specific activities few representa- 


tive committees. this, final report, plan 
use the available space concentrate one— 


that dealing with education. Many members 


the Society have expressed the view that bacteriol- 
ogy not keeping with the other sciences 
attracting the superior students; others are con- 
cerned with college curricula and the like. Often 
such views are preliminary the suggestion that 
the Society should doing something about it. 
Just how effective society our size can 
this field open question, but should re- 
corded that the officers and the Council the 
Society have not been wholly inactive these 
matters. addition our own activities (Com- 
mittee Education, the Career booklet) are 
co-operating certain sense with other biologists 
through committee the BA-NRC Division. 
The philosophy that Committee that although 
the individual societies may too small 
effective this field, joint committee might 
accomplish worthwhile objectives for biology 
whole and this means for the separate disci- 
plines. 

Within the Division there advisory group 
called the Biology Council (see N-L, August, 
1954). One its operating committees that 
Educational Policies. described the minutes 
the May 13-14, 1955 meeting the Division as: 

“Committee Educational Policies. Originating 
under NSF support, this committee now func- 
tioning under 3-year Rockefeller grant, and 
the concrete expression the philosophy entering 
into all discussions and considerations the Divi- 
sion, that educational inadequacies are the 
bottom all our problems, whether they concern 
research grants, publication processes, bad writing, 
inarticulate lecturing, wastage money 
directed programming, what not. The commit- 
tee concerns itself not only with what the situation 
is, but with what can done about it. recog- 
nized that biology moving ahead, but that there 
will insufficient numbers teachers match 
the tidal wave students; seeks ways therefore, 
make the teacher more effective, retain the 
direct contact student and teacher, saving the 
mechanical aids for less important tasks.” 

Each member the Committee heads sub- 
committee that will deal with specific areas. These 
include: (1) Pre-College education; (2) Teacher 
recruitment and education; (3) College education; 
(4) Graduate and Professional education; (5) Biol- 
ogy the medical sciences; (6) Applied biology, 
technician training and job analysis; (7) Publica- 
tions; (8) Adult education. Among the projects 
are: (1) Preparation analytical summary 
the voluminous scattered literature biological 
education; (2) publication the abstracts the 
more significant books, papers, and conference re- 
ports biological education; (3) consultation 
with biological societies improve communica- 
tion among those interested given education 
problem; (4) compilation file provocative 
experiments biological education for the benefit 
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education institutes, societies, foundations, in- 
dustry and others; (5) serve advisory board 
foundations projects biological education; 
(6) sponsorship conferences, summer 
institutes. 

Specific activities the Committees further 
these objectives would include participation 
members regional conferences biological edu- 
cation and the sponsoring source books labo- 
ratory and field studies for college courses the 
biological science. Many our SAB members 
have been requested contribute the source- 
books that deal with microbiology and mycology. 

Obviously, this summary can only sketch 
broadly the many activities this Committee 
Educational Policies. Perhaps this brief resumé, 
however, will reassure those that had assumed 
nothing was being this area and will en- 
courage participation those who would like 
help. For example, aid given the Source Books 
project will real contribution from individuals. 
Whether these activities will effective solv- 
ing the complicated problems facing the schools 
and societies matter guess and opinion, but 
least groups are active with which the Society 
collaborate. end note optimism: the 
assumption that misery does love company, 
experience your representative the BA-NRC 
and member the Biology Council has con- 
vinced that all scientists face similar problems 
and are equally unsure what should done 
how can done. 

closing final report your representative, 
express appreciation having had this 
opportunity participate what has been for 
most stimulating experience.
